If the Russians had carried out the natura, ex 
pectation, that plan would, in all human pro- 
bability. have succeeded But the Russian 
Armies had beem practically quiescent through- 
out the year 

in spite of that, the Germans had nvt 
auite held their own on the Western front 
They had only one conspicuous success, at. 
tributable to surprise, which was now the 
subject of inquiry. 
They loat over 100,000 prisoners, They lost 
valuable ground from a strategic or tactical 
point of view. They lost hundreds of guns, and 
that in spite of the fact that they had practi. 
cally no dangerous enemy menacing them at all 
in the East. Is it toa much to say, he asked, 
that if the Russian Army had fulfilled, not 
merely our expectations, but the expactations 
of the Russian Generals themselves, and carried 
out that which they had allocated to them- 
selves, that by this time the pride of Prussian 
military power would have been completely 
humbled? 1 do not doubt it for a moment. It 
is not too much to say that where there has 
been disappointment—and, no doubt, it has been 
a very great disappointment—it is attributable 
mainly to the fact that the Russian military 

power collapsed early in the year, 


SUCCESSES IN THE EAST. 


Although in spite of great and conspicuous 
vietories in Flanders and in France, the cam- 
paign, on the whole, has not achieved the ex- 
pectations we had formed of jt, there have been 
military successes in the course of the year 
which will have a permanent effect on the his- 
tory of the world. I am referring to the great 
suceesses in the East, which resulted, in the 
beginning of the year, in the capture of Bagdad, 
ant later in the year in the capture of Jerusa- 

Rightly or wrongly, these two great events 

added more to the prestige of Great 
Britain throughout the world than almost any 
event in the course of the war. The capture 
of Jerusalem has made the most profound im- 
pression throughout the whole of the civilised 
world. The most famous city in the world, 
after centuries of strife and vain struggle which 
coat millions of lives, had fallen into the hands 
of a British Army-—(cheers)—never to be re- 
stored to those who successfull held it 
against the embattied hosts of Christendom. 
I venture to say that the achievements of the 
British troops in these two apheres, which have 
been the eradie and the shrine of so many 
centurics~—Mesopotamia and Palestine—will re- 
main for many ages to come. I know there is 
a good deal said about side-shows, and that, 
after all, these were only side-shows, i a 
British Empire owes A great deal te side- 
When the history of 1917 comes to be 
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' that 


spicuous noóailion. in history, according to the 
use which is made of it, will be tho setting up 
of the International Council at Versailles—the. 
first time of the setting up of the machinery | 
of the Ledgue of Nations (Cheers.) i 
It is not merely as clearing house | 
for military and naval matters, but for mattefs | 
financial, economi¢, shipping, and all those | 
things which are essential to ‘the life of a | 
nation.

Perhaps, the House | 
would like to know something how that idea is 
being carried out. I am very glad to say that, | 
so far, it has been a conspicuous success. Not 
inerely has it been free from friction—it has 
helped to remove friction. I have no doubt at 
all that it will prove a very potent inflnence | 
in unifying war direction, and not merely war 
direction, but the economic direction of the 
four great countries represented on this Counc. 


A MORE MENACING SITUATION, 


Now I come to another point. The situation | 
has become undoubtedly more .menacing in 
consequence sof two events which have occurred | 
during the last few weeks.

I should say some 
thing about the way in which the British and 
French forces came to the rescue and aid of | 
the Italians at that very critical moment.

THE CARE OF WOUNDED MEN. 

Not merely is it necessary to meet the addi.

man-power of this eountry. That is the fact 
that under preeent conditions we are foreed to 
send back to the fighting line men who have been 
repeatedly wounded, It is unfair. (Cheers.) 
Í think it is intolerable that men who have been 
severely wounred two or three times should pe 
sent back while there are men in this couniry 
who have never been to the front. (Cheers ) 
We want, therefore, a reserve of men who will 
enabie us to make it possible not to send these 
men who have repeatedly faced danger, end 
have incurred a deal of suffering on behalf of 
their country, back to the fighting line We 
also want men for shipbuilding, for agriculture, 
for the building of aerodromes, and for other 
purposes essential either for the war or for tho 
life of the community, and in order to raise 
these men it will be necessary to ask for public 
powers from the House of Commons. 

THE MOST TRYING MONTHS. 

I should like to say a word on the future 
prospects. There is no doubt that the next few 
months will be the most trying of the war, for 
the simple reason thet one great Power bas 
practically gone out of the war, and another 
great Power is not yet fully in. Therefore, the 

urden upon us will be very considerable. But 
we must not imagine that the enemy has not 
got his diffienities.
